The  year  under  revien  vras  rcnarhably  free  fron  infectious  disease. 
There  v/cre  only  3l  cases  of  neaslcc  notified  conpared  with  221  the 
previous  year  v.dii-ch  was  a bad  year  for  measles.  Innunisation  against 
ncasles  net  sone  difficulties  due  to  shortage  of  vaccine^  but  it  is  hoped 
tliat  the  position  regarding  this  i/ill  improve  in  the  near  future.  It  is 
pleasant  to  record  that  there  were  no  outbreaics  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.

There  had  been  a certain  lag  in  applications  being  made 
vhich  was  probably  due  to  the  hiiov/ledge  that  the  new  Act  was  to 
be  inti'oduced.  In  the  last  few  months  of  the  /ear  it  was 
apparent  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  had  stimulated  further 
interest.  It  was  noticeable  tliat  a high  proportion  of 
discretionar/  grants  were  reachjLng  the  £1,000  limit.
